Farm Population Decline 

At the time of the last census, in the spring of 
1951, Alberta’s population was 939,501. The number 
of people on farms was 339,P55.and in villages, towns 
and cities 598,546. 

- * The census was the first one to- segregate the 
farm population. Previously quite a few people living 
in villages were included, presenting quite an addition. 

There was also different classification established 
for farms in the last census. Those of 25 acres arfd' 
less were eliminated. This accounts for a decrease in 
farm numbers, although by no means the total de¬ 
crease. 

Farms in western Canada are getting bigger as 
the years go by. The average size of Alberta farms at 
the last census was 534 acres, an increase of 75 acres 
from the 1^41 figures. Saskatchewan farms rose A.o 
an average size of 550 acres and Manitoba farms to 
338 acres. 

The outlook is for still bigger*farms and that 
trend will continue until this part of Canada has a 
larger population. If Alberta had two million people 
our farmers would have an assured market for their 
meat, dairy and poultry products,- They would not 
have to rely on faraway markets. 

The large farms in this province are mostly in ar¬ 
eas where grain production occupies the main effort 
of the farmers. Actually that form of agriculture, 
while it may be operated with the greatest ease, is the 
most primitive and most soil-exhausting. Even the 
best land in the world cannot retain its fertility if 
cropped to grain year after year. —Brooks Bulletin.

CANADIAN CHRISTMAS TREES 
SOU) IN THE UNITED STATES 

Wh.'n our American neighbors 
gather about the Christmas tree, 
one in four families sits by a tree 
that grew in Canada. 

Last year, Canada supplied 25 
per cent of all Christmas trees 
used in the United States. In New 
York City, two-thirds of the trees 
came from Canada, while Boston, 
Philadelphia, Detroit and Chicago 
were also among the important 
markets tor our trees. 

Most oi the Canadian Christ¬ 
mas trees come from the forests 
of British Columbia, Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, with smaller 
quantities produced by Quebec and 
Ontario. Of 11 million Christmas 
trees produced in Canada in 1949- 
50. about 74 million were sold 
across the border, bringing to 
Canadian exporters the sum of 
$2.3 million. About 3.5 million 
Dees went lo our home market. 

Mpst U.S. buyers, prefer the 
balsam fir, over half the trees 
snipped being of this variety. 
Douglas fir (on the West Coast) 
and spruce Are next in popularity. 

A relative newcomer in the 
Christmas tree trade—Scot? pine 
—is gaining ground, nearly 60 per 
cent of Ontario's exports being of 
this species. Purchase negotiations 
compience as early as August, 
with the-actual shipments follow¬ 
ing in November and December. 

Naturally, there is. competition 
ir. the U.S. market for Canadian 
producers, the State ot Minnesota 
providing the greatest competition 
■A large Christmas tree firm in 
that state has a novel way of in¬ 
creasing sales. 

From August to December It 
cuts 6,IKK) small trees a day and 
then pAbcesses them at a rote of 
20 trees a minute. The trees are 
sprayed with a white, green or 
silver preservative, given metal
